were moro pronounced on the battle- 
tii'hls in Afghanistan tliau perliaps they 
linve over been in Lulia, if we except the 
retributive days of the mutiny. To spare 
a wounded man for u minute was prob- 
ably to cause the death of the next sol- 
dier who unsuspiciously walked past 
him. One tiling our men certainly 
learn(>d in Afghanistan, and that wan to 
keep their wits about them wlien jMirnu- 
iMjf an euemj'or pa.ssingover a hard- won 
Ileld. There might be danger lurking in 
eiich seemingly inanimato form studding 
the ground, and unless care and caution 
wore exercised tho wounded Afghan 
« uuld .steep his soul in bliss by killing a 
Kallli- just when life was at its last ebb. 
This stubborn love of lighting in r.r- 
tifhii.-i Ls promoted doubtless by fauat- 
ii'isni, and wo naw so much of it tliat our 
men ut close qnurters always drove their 
b'lyonets well li<>nu>, ho that there should 
be no mistake lus to tho deadliness of tlu* 
wound. The phyaioal courage which 
distinguished the untrained mobs who 
fought BO resolutely against us was 
worthy of all admiration; the tenacity 
with which men, badly armed and lack- 
ing skilled leaders, clung to their posi- 
tions was remarkable, to say nothing of 
the sullen doggedness they often showed 
when retiring. But, when the tiilo of 
tUe fight set in foUy against them, and 
they saw further resistance would in- 
v:)!ve them more deeply, there wan sd 
.s'.iildon a change always apjjarcnt that 
one could scarcely believe the fugiti\ . .-■ 
hurrying over the liills were the s:iuji- 
men'wlio bad resisted so desperately irr 
ft few ininnti's before. Tliey acted w .^t - 
ly; the^- knew their powers in acaliii;' 
»"um>p lulls, or in making their escape by 
lliietnesB of foot, and the host generally 
(li^-Holved with a rapidity which nj ont- 
I ut an eye-wtness can appreciate. It 
cavalry overtook them, they turned lik.- 
wolves and fought wth desperation, sell- 
ing their lives as dearly as men over sold 
the.m; but there was no rally in the true 
sense of tho word, and but faint attenijils 
at aiding each other.

ticientlv-long and characteristio title 
when she marries,

He propose'^ that tho sys- 
tem shidl be used for railway and .sti-am- 
boat tiino-tables, etc., and for record.^ of 
passing historical events, while the pre- 
sent system of local time may still bo con- 
tinued for ordinary domestic purposes. 
Ho sugKC.sts that timo-plecos m.ay be ci.'U- 
structed in a very simple manner to re- 
cord both kinds of time. The Meteorolo- 
gical Society of America have adopted his 
views, and his propositions are to be laid 
before tho association for the reform and 
codification of the law of nations, which 
meet at Ciilogiio in August; also, before 
an International Goographical Compress 
at Venice in September next.

Tht following has been received by 
the secretary of the admiralty from 
Commander Ev.ins of her Majesty's 
late ship Doierel, who arrived in Lon- 
don on Saturday evening: 

"P. S. N. Co. Ship Buit.anni.x, Bor- 
DK.\fX, May 21, 1881.— itis with great 
regret I have to report the melancholy 
disaster to her Majesty's ship Doterel, 
under mv command, whicli arrived at 
10 a. in.' 2bth Aprd hist, at Sandy 
Point, and which I cele-nipheil you 
from Monti! X'iileo un the .'Ji'd iiist. U e 
left Elizabeth Island shortly after (5 the 
.same morning, steaming .«ixiy revolu- 
tions with tho starboard wing boiler, 
and anchored at Sandy Point about 
S.30 a. m. in eight and a" half fathoms 
of water. When 1 had tinislied with 
the engines 1 sent for .Mr. Ord, the 
engineer, (tho chief engineer being in 
arrest) and told him that I had finished 
with the engines, to go on condensing 
and prepare for coaling. 1 then riMiiain- 
edou deck for a short time talking to 
the coal contractor a:id captain of th(> 
port, .\bout '.) a. in. 1 wont bolow to 
breakfaat, and about 9.. 'iO, when 1 had 
linishcd my breakfa.st, I again sent for 
Mr. Ord, and told him to send .some one 
to overhaul the steam cutter's engine, 
and to be sure there was no delay about 
coalinc;. I then sent for the senior 
lieutenant and told him tn go to di- 
visions wdien ready as 1 was going to 
wash anil dress. 1 then went to tho af- 
ter cabin an 1 whilst in my bath heard 
a report as if a gun had gone nil'. I 
immediately went into the fere cabui, 
the starboard side, and on looking for- 
ward saw that the slii]i's side was 
burst open in the starboard gang 
wav, and that tho inner deck in 
that part was forced u|), twisti^d and 
wrenched about, and tiie water rushing 
in, the ship at once heeling ovor to 
starboard. A short time after the first 
explosion (:ibnut twenty or thirty 
secoiuls, as far as 1 can judge,) them 
was another and much more violent 
explosion, shaking the ship heavily, 
and which I am convinced was the e.x- 
plosion of the fore magazine. Every- 
thing now liecanio darkened with smoke 
and deliris, and 1 felt that the ship was 
sinking rajiidly. On turnini,' round 1 
saw tho sentry getting .nit of niy em 
brasuro port. 1 tluMi told my steward, 
who was close tone', to jump out. I 
then got out myself, jumped into tho 
water, and caught hold of some wreck- 
a"e. I think I must have been sucked 
down by the ship, as I do not recollect 
anything more until 1 notici.'.i that tiie 
ship had tiisappeared, the water covered 
with wreckage, and a few nien clinging 
to it and boats coming to our rescue. I 
do not think it could have been more 
than threo minutes from the tlrst ex 
plosion until the ship sank. The ex 
plosion was no sudtien and destructive 
that it was quite impossible to lower 
any boats, even had there been any one 
to do so. The f^w that escaped being 
abaft the mainmast saved themselves 
by jumping overboard. I fancy the 
greater number must have been killed 
by the explosion and falling debris, as 
I did not hear aery or groan. .■\s re- 
gards the tirst explosion, wliieh oc 
curred in the starboard gangway, 1 
think it may have been eau.sed by the 
bursting of the boiler, as before we 
could condense good water it was neces- 
sarv to brine the lioiler well on account 
of the mineral oil used in the eylinih-rs, 
tlic ship having surface condenser.s, and 
it is [lossible that the water may have 
been allowed to get too low in the boiler, 
the crowns of the furnaces exposed, 
and on cold water heing pumped in the 
boiler burst. If this was not the 
case, I think it possible the coals in the i _ 
starboard buiikia- may ha\-e iie- 
eonie heated and gei,erated gas, or have ' 
caused s])ontaiieous combustion. If | 
neither of these circumstances occurred 
I am then at a loss to account for the 
first cxidosion, as there were no com- 
bustibles stored in tho starboard gang- 
way, and there is little or no doubt that 
the shell room, Xordcnfclt, (datliiigand 
gun rotton magazines did not e.xidiide, ; 
all of whi-jh were abaft the iii.aininast. | 
As regards the fore magazine it had j 
been openefl the previous ilay shortly ; 
before noon; two cases of charges for ' 
the seven pounder being taken out for ! 
a lihort practice and the magazine clos- 
ed . It was opened again about ■! p.m. 
by the gum.er, who returned 
the two cases and closed the 
magazine, and I must say that ho was 
a most trustwortiiv luid enreful olliccr. 
I do not think it p^s.^ible that any lire 
could have existed bel'nv wi; houl an ini- 
mediate alarm 1 ieei: y i -len , ai the cooks 
()'' tho messes liaii been iii the lowei- 
deck for tho last twenty minutes clear- 
ing u]) the decks for inspection. The 
arms had been returned and we were 
about to sro to division.s. The fore ma- 
Kazinn is on the port side forwaril, a 
little abaft tho mainmast, and I lie dam- 
age done by the first explosif)ii was in 
the starboard gan;;way, a little befrie 
the mainmast. 1 do not. think it pos- 
sible that the lirst exjilosion could havi' 
emanated from the magazine. 1 left 
Lieutenant Stokes at Sandy I'oint in 
charge of tho wreck arid to bury any 
bodies that might come to the surface, 
and to employ a diver v.dio happened 
to be tliei'i! about a wreck and if possi- 
ble to obtain a clue to tlic disaster, and 
to remain until he received further in- 
structions. Threo bodies were di.scov- 
ered and buried on the day of (he dis 
aster, namely, Hlaekmore. chief boat- 
swain's iiKito; Nicliolls, able se.ameii, 
and ILayes, ordinary Koani.an. Owing 
to the suddenness of this disaster no 
records of the ship were saved. Every 
kindness and attention were shown to 
us by the authorities and inhabitants at 
Sandv Point. I regret that 1 am not 
able to give a more satisfactory and 
definite explanation of thia disaster, 
which, to me, is a mystery.

TEE MTJEDBR OP CAPT, HOSNSJJT 

Particulars of the TerriTalo Affair, 

The following are the circumstances as 
given by the mate of tho Eustace. On the 
13th instant, while on the passage across 
the Gulf from Cape St. Lucas to Mazat- 
lan, about midway, the cook exhibited 
signs of ins;inity, and seemed to be labor- 
ing under the impression that some one 
was trying to take liis life. As lie was not 
violent Ca[it. Ilonsby did not think it 
necessai-y to contino him. The cook re- 
mained in his quartci'8 from a. m. un- 
til '_' p. m. when ho went to work, appar- 
ently all right, cooked dinner and trim- 
med and lighted the lumps and perform 
ed his duties as usual. A little after 7 
p. m. be went lielnw. al! supposing that 
ho luul gniir ;.i !ii-d, iis he usually retired 
early. At S [>. m. tho mate was sitting 
on the tatl'niil titlking to Captain Hornsby 
when the latter remarkeiT that he would 
go below and light a cigar. In a moment 
ho returned hastily cryiug mit, "Catch 
him! Catcli him I " at lh» same time ap- 
parently holding simuitliing witli bo'.h 
hands against hi.i body. The mate ran and 
mot him at the cabin door, when the cap- 
tain cried, " Pull this knifo otit. " Ho fell 
against the mate, who tried to pull tlie 
knife out, but could not. Calling at the 
man at tlie wheel, and at tho .same time 
seating the captain, he succeeded in ex- 
tracting the weapon. The captain gasped 
two or three times and immediately ex- 
pired. Tho man at tlie wheel saw tlio 
Chinaman running to a loeker in the for- 
ward part of tho cabin where the axes were 
kept and blow out tho light. Tho man at 
the wheel gave the alarm and all tho men 
came aft, gut the ca|)tain's l)ody, laid it 
cult on the ipiarter deck and covered it 
up. The cabin door was closed, tho men 
all going forward except the mate, who re- 
mained at tho wheel. Soon the cook 
caino to tlie cabin door, and the mate 
prevented li;iu fri'Ui coming nut and 
called the crew aft. Tin; door be- 
ing open, the conk seeing all the crow, 
would not ciiiiu- out. The door was, tlion 
closedandmadefast, as tho cook refused to 
come aft again unle.ss this was done, as all 
tho tirearms on board wore in the cabin. 
The men goiii'^ fi^rward again, the cook 
came to the duur again and said if tho 
mate molested bun be would kill him also 
anil then tin- the vessel. Tliecrew fearinghe 
would tire the vessel, and it having about 
'-',000 kegs uf powder on lioard, proposed 
tn leave vussul inimediately , but tho mate 
persuaded them from doing so. .-^bout 
11 p. 111. the cook lit the binnacle lamp in 
tho cabin, the crew all standing arounii tlie 
door with liands])ike3; but no niovomont 
was made by the cnok, and nothing more 
was seen or heard of him until next day. 
To keej) tho men satistlod tho mate got 
the long-boat ready, watered and pro- 
visioned. At 11 a. m. on the 14th the 
conk came tn the door and spoke to the 
man at the wheel, who called tlio mate 
who was fni ward at the time. The mate 
came aft ami a.skod him if ho 
wislied ti) cnuie out. He replied " Nn;" 
but said it' the men wanted an}' provisions 
ho wruild pass them out. The mate re- 
plied that it was not .neeeasary, as tho 
men had already had dinner. Nothing 
more transpired until about '_' p.m., when 
the man at the wheel gave the alarm of 
hre, the mate seeing at the same time 
smoke coming out of the cabin 
skylight, which was partly open. Tutting 
the holm down imincdiatelj', tho long- 
boat was launched, and in so doing she 
tilled with water and capsized. Tho crew 
then got in tho small boat on tho davits, 
and lowered thom.selves and immediately 
pulled away to leeward as fast as possible. 
In ton minutes the lee side of the quarter 
deck was in a sheet of flames, and in live 
or ten minutes more the explosion took 

filace, which was something terrific, fol- I 
owed in a few seconds by another.

Prosidont Garflold. 

The Seattle I nt,'lliij.ut, n- ui Sunday pub- 
lislied a dispatch from Washington at 5:20 
o'clock on the afternoon of Saturday. This 
dispatch ccintradicted I he report of the 
death of the I'residi-nt.

The body of the unfortunalo young 
man who lost his life at Burrard Inlet w.as 
interred by the Odilfellows on Sunday, 
tho service* being of a very interesting 
character. Before Dr. Walkcm, coroner 
fnr the district, who bold an inquest over 
the body, the following evidence was 
elicited. 

.John .'\lcMurphy, sworn, said that 
abnut half-past nine or a quarter to ton 
that lunrning he was working next to the 
deceased on :he rmif of the engine Jiousa; 
his back was towards tho decea3ud; ho 
hoard a scrajiing or sliding noise and on 
turning round he saw the deceased, Wil- 
by, sliding rapidly down tho roof. At 
tho 'oot of tho roof was a tmt piece over 
which tho tloccased slipped, but ho niado 
a grab with his hands for it as well, but 
mi.ssed that also; he then .seemed to be 
awaro that all was lost for he threw lii.s 
urnis up in the air and cried out "oh \ my 
God I" anil disappeared over tho oave of 
the roof; the too-pieco was not a safe one; 
I warned him several times about it and 
but a few minutes before tho accident I 
told him about it again and he told mo to 
hold my tongue or something like that; 
he was oxceodingly careless ingoing about 
tho roof ami more than usually so that 
morning; the deceased was responsible for 
his own deaih; tho toe-pioce was fnr too 
narrow ami uas likewise very badly so- 
cureil. 

Wm. 'J'liriiliull, sworn - Said he was on 
the roof with four or live others; the de- 
ceased had one of the centre sections and 
had just run his length and was returning 
to his starting point when he slipi)cd on a 
slivor of wood or the chalk line, witiiosa 
didn't know which; the deceased had 
boots on and it was a most dangerous 
thing to attempt; the men have brackets 
In sit on winch are .safe, but it is always a 
ibuigorous thing to leave them and at- 
tempt to walk alonn tho roof; saw the de- 
ce;iscil sliding; dnwii the mot; never o\- 
pecteil In .see tlie Ine-pii'Ce .ship his iles- 
ceiit as It was far ton narrow and tlu.- U[)- 
jior margin of it was blocked with broken 
shingles and debris; when the deceasiHl 
reached tho lower edge of the roof he 
throw up his hands and disappeared, cry- 
ing out, "oh, my God!" Mr. Evans ih 
foreman; he is uni res])onsible; every man 
who i^nrs on the mof is responsible for his 
own safety; after the il<>ceased went uver 
tlieronf he lived abnut eight minutes. 

Hans llauseli saw the iIcccisimI falling 
n;l' the rnnf; he fell thirty feet and cam.' 
with groat fnfoo anil strtick on the back 
of his neck; he ran up to him and saw the 
blood coining out of his nose. 

After the taking of t'.io evidence the 
coroner summed up in few words and the 
jui-y returned a verdict that the docoased 
Ed^vard Wilby came to his death acci- 
dentally and not otherwise and that there 
is no evidence of cul[Kible negligence on 
tho part of any one. 

The coroner concurred in tlio verdict.

EUROPE. 

l^oNDox, .fune 25. — In thv coiumons 
lu.st night Gladstone violently attacked 
the secrecy of tlie lato Govorninent in 
regard to the coiiversatioiis of Salis- 
bury and VVaddington, and said that if 
the French polii-e in Tunis liad been 
dangerou.s to the public peace, and if 
he had imolveii a lireaeli of the public 
faith of England by the evil example 
he set, he would iiave gweakoiied her 
right to protest against it. It was a 
de[jarEuro from the Eiiropean concert, 
which the lato government had there - 
b}' destroyed, ami which the present 
government had labored and would 
labor to rebuild. 

Lo.suoN, Jtiiie 2ri. Ill the house of 
commons, last night, Ryland (Liberal), 
raovingfor further jiaperson the Anglo- 
Turkish Convention, contended that in 
spite of the failure of Turkish promises 
of reform, the Convention was binding 
on us, and that in the not irapo.ssible 
event of an Armenian insurrection and 
a Ru.ssiaii intervention, we should bo 
bound to go to Turkey's assistance. 
He therefore roeommended that we 
should intimate distinctly to Turkt^y 
that if we would withdraw from the 
Convention, a.s a eons<>i[iiencc we should 
have given up (Jypruh, whicli lie strong- 
ly advised. 'I'lie liokliiig of our acqui 
sition of ( ,'ypriis was an infraction of 
tho public law. 

Dilke, LTnder Foreign Heei'^tary, said 
that there were no pajiors which could 
be laid before the House. He agreed 
in inucii of what Ryland said in regard 
tr) the Anglo-Turkish comljinatioii, but 
he pointed out thai it was a dillereut 
thing to coiideinn tlmtreatv .and re- 
fuse (.'yprus. To violently upset the 
Oonventioii might endanger tin; peace 
of the East. He liojied, therefore, the 
House would not press any such eourso 
on tho government. He agreed there 
was no analogy between the aeijiiisitioii 
of Tunis and of Cyprus, although our 
e.xainjile had a bad eiFeot Ho warmly 
inilogized (ioschen's service at Constan- 
linople.

EASTERN STATES. 

Nkw V'oiiK, j uiie 2S)tl]. — A London 
Kpeciul says: ParncU has a two-fold ob- 
ject in visiting the rnited States in 
the Autumn, lo-\vit. : To |iass the liat 
and to induct the "skirmishers ' on 
your side to moderate their bloodthirsti- 
nc.s.s. The utterances of O'Donovaii 
Kossa's paper and of tlio other jour- 
nals of that stamp are cabled over here 
every week, greatly to ParncH's em- 
barrassment. One of these tlcspatches 
quotes a '•skirmishing ' Journal as say 
ing: "Without soino kind of 'fighting or 
.skirmishing outside of Ireland to back 
up what Parnell is iloing to draw od 
the eneiny'.s attention from liis peaceful 
and constitutional agitation, that agi- 
tation will collapse. " This forces upon 
Parnell an allianco utterly ruiiioas to 
liis power and inllueiice. Tho ('alho- 
lie Bishops in England, without excep- 
tion, have denounced this skirmishing 
ill the most solemn manner. Parnell 
is taunted with these wild harangues by 
his o|iponentH, and his best friends 
urge him to take ste|)s to muzzle the 
jiatriols of that kidnoy. 

Father Rylott, a member of the 
Dublin Executive ijoague, implored 
the people at tho last meeting to pay 
no heed to iht; teaching of the Irish pa- 
pers in New York, and to abstain from 
acts of violence against the constabu- 
lary. 

Parnell will probably find it difficult 
to gag the New York preachers of 
force, especially those who run the 
skirmishing funds in connection with 
their advocacy of dynamite. 

Lo.NDo.v, June 27. — In the House of 
Commons to-day, in consequence of the 
answer of the Chief Secretary for Ire- 
land in regard to the [n'oclamation of 
Watcrford, O'Uonnell, Homo Rule 
member for Dungarvan, moved adjourn- 
ment of the House. 

All Irish member denounced the 
proclamation as unjust, and as a cow- 
anlly abuse of tho powers granted to 
the Government. 

The Chief Secretary for Ireland stat- 
ed that Farrell, President of the .Mul- 
lingar Branch Land League, liad been 
released because the tloctors thought his 
detention would be dangerous. Ho is 
believed to have been the. dupe of oth- 
ers, and has given an undertaking for 
his good behavior. 

In the debate on tlie motion to ad 
journ, the Irish members made a bitter 
personal attack on tho C-bief Secretary. 
Healy said tho real reason of the pro 
claiuation of Wnterford was that the 
Duke nf Dovoii.shire owned .'SO, 000 
acres of land in the county, and it was 
desired to enable his agents to imprison 
troublesome persons. Another speaker 
described Forster as "a Brummagira 
Castlereagh.'' Parnell said Forster 
had perserved in his shameless course. 
The debate occupied an hour, ami the 
motion was rrjectod — 'i05 to 'Jd.
